I have just returned 
from visiting a number of plaises of in- 
terest, the Kaiser's palace, the Reich- 
stag building and several other placefi 
I did not know the name of. I was ou t 
awhile last evening but did not stay 
long as one feels so conspicuous, for 1 
have not seen another Americao sol- 
dier on the streets. And you certainly 
meet no friends here. 

"This afternoon there is to l»e some 
Itind of n demonstartioii in liimor of 
UoRa LnxeinliiirK. In all proliability 
there will be rioting. They had sever- 
al big wreaths of flowers with lier naiiic 
ill big letters. However, I did not 
tarry, for vse are warned to avoid all 
|iiihli(* gathcriiigM. 

"We are leaving hero tonight for 
Colih'nz. We will arrive there late 
iDUiorrow afternoon iind more than 
likely will arrive ba<'k in Kscli Sunday 
ninlit.wlien I hope tlie Kiftli l>ivi-ii>n 
will be ready to move forwiml for 
home."
